Ono-third of the land area of Canada {a essentially forest 
land, It was pointed out by Mr. Craig, and under.good manage- 
ment this areca would be capablo of producing several times * 
the present requirement of industry, but through fire and cut- 
ting it has been so reduced that only 456 square miles now 
carrics timber of merchantablo size. 

Among interesting statistical facts mentioned in his - pap- 
er are tho average annual valuo between 1907 and 1921 of the 
primary products of the forests.. This was stated to be $230,- 
000,000 and to It Is added $130,000,000 which is the Value resul- 
ting from manufacture of primary products, such as pulp and 
papor. 

“Canada’s wood products are now second only to her ag- 
ricultural - products in value. The Industry employs 56,000

Avdltor-General of Canada is 
“Likely | to Recommend 
Changes in ‘Act - 


LONDON, Aug. 20 — Georges 
Gonthier, Auditor-General of Can- 
ada, has completed the firat branch 
of the investigation the Canadian 
government is making here with a 
ylew to securing closer co-ordination 
and a more effective and economical 
administration. It has been known 
that the Dominion fs not deriving all 
Possible benefit from the various 
London agencies, not because of 2 
lack of efficiency in any one unit,’ 
; but because all are working as sep- 
Varate machines and not as parts of 
,one closely correlated organization. 

A remedy to this situation would 
be found by housing all the services 
under one roof in the new Canadian 
building in Trafalgar Square, assum- 
ing that the bulldera’ trade strixe 
will sometime come to an end. Mr. 
Gonthier is prepasing for this change 
and expects to sooh lnk up the var- 
fous agencies that a maximum of use- 
fulness may, be reached. He goes 
to Paris this week for the purpose’ 
of seeing first hand the work of the 
continental organization with a view 
to improvement on similar lines.
